Mr. Roosevelt is of the opinion 
that I, too, must realize that 
throughout the world hundreds 
of millions of human beings are 
living in constant fear of a new 
war or even a series of wars. 
This, he says, is of concern to 
the people of the United States, 
for whom he speaks, as it must also 
be to the peoples of the other na- 
tions of the entire western hemi- 
sphere. 

The “answer”: 

It must be said in the first place 


| that this fear of war was undoubt- 


edly existed among mankind from 
immemorial, and justifiably 
so. For instance, after the peace 
treaty of Versailles 14 wars were 
waged between 1919 and 1938 
alone, in none of which Germany 
was concerned, but in which the 
States of the western hemisphere 
in whose name President Roosevelt 


also speaks, were indeed con- 
cerned. * 
The reason for th fear (of a 


new war) lies simply and solely in 
an unbridled agitation on the part 
of the press, an agitation as men- 
dacious as it is base, in the circu- 
lation of vile pamphlets about the 
heads of foreign states, and in an 
artificial spreading of panic which 
in the end goes so far that inter- 
ventions from another planet are 
believed possible and cause scenes 
of desperate alarm. 

I believe that as soon as the re- 
sponsible governments impose 
upon themselves and their journal- 
istic organs the necessary restraint 
and truthfulness as regards the 
relations of the various countries 
to one another, and in particular 
as regards internal happenings in 
other countries, the fear of war

REPORT GIVEN 
ON DOMINION’S 
ARMED POWER 


OTTAWA, April 28—The govern- 
ment gove a statement of Canada’s 
present army, air and naval strength 
in a report tabled in the house of 
commons Thursday at request of T. 
L. Church (Con, Toronto-Broad- 
view). 

There were at Feb. 28, 1939, a 
total of 456 officers and 3,729 other 
ranks in the permanent militia, and 
6,373 officers and 45,045 other ranks 
in the non-permanent militia, the 
report stated. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
had 257 officers and 1,927 airmen, 
with 96 officers and 8€8 airmen in 
the auxiliary active air force. In 
the Royal Canadian Navy there were 
129 officers and 1,464 »aval ratings, 
with 66 officers and 203 ratings in 
the Royal Canadian Naval reserve. 
In addition, there were 113 officers 
and 1,272 ratings in the Royal Can- 
adian Navy Volunteer reserve. 

Details of the navy showed four 
destroyers and three minesweepers 
based on Esquimalt, B.C.; two de- 
stroyers, two minesweepers and one 
training schooner at Halifax.

WASHINGTON, April 28--Pre- 
sident Roosevelt asked congress 
Thursday to continue the relief 
works system through another 
year in a special message asking 
$1,750,000,000 and pressing work 
relief as “one of our most efficient 
administrative accomplishments.” 
Assailing proposals to substitute 

the dole for work relief as “disas- 
trous” and asserting grants of 
money to states would increase ad- 
ministrative costs, Mr. Roosevelt 
predicted increasing employment 
and a 1939 national income of $67,- 
000,000,000 compared with 1938's 
$62,000,000,000. 

Specifically, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
$1,477,000,000 for the works progress 
administration in the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, and $123,000,000 each 
for the farm security administration 
and national youth administration, 
which ne recommended be expand- 
ed “for assisting needy young 
people.” 

ONE-THIRD LESS 

The $1,477,000,000, the President 
said, would be about one-third less 
than the $2,250,000,000 appropriated 
to the W.P.A. for the current year, 
ang would furnish work to an aver- 


|} age of 2,000,000 unemployed in the 


next fiscal year. The President add- 
ed that the W.P.A. employment 
average for the current year would 
be about 3,000,000. 

The remainder of the $1,750,000,- 
000 would be distributed chiefly in 
administrative expenses incident to 
the three major programs. 


REFERRED TO REPORTS 

Before closing the special mes- 
sage, read to the senate and house 
by clerks, the president referred to 


reports “There are few unemploy-| 


ed persons in the nation which have 
accepted totalitarian forms of gov- 
ernment.” 

“In those nations,” he said, “pri- 
vate employment takes care of a 
smaller proportion of their employ- 
able citizens than private employ- 


ment does in the United States. This | 


means that a government employ- 
ment system is responsible for the 
care of a larger portion of the em- 
Pployable population than .n_ this 
country—creating in fact a govern- 
ment employment system, based in 
great part on the manufacture of 
munitions, which costs far more 
than our system. 


CALLED RELIEF 


“The principal difference is that 
in the nations to which I refer, this 
employment is called employment, 
whereas in the United States it is 
called relief. 

“I trust that the people will not 
be deceived by the terminology and 
will not assume that the totalitar- 
ian methods of government are more 
effective than our own.”

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Building Up the First Line 


The air force is to be Canada's first 
line of defence, as it must in fact be the 
first line of any country that is attacked 
by a modern war machine. Public in- 
terest will therefore centre chiefly in 
what the Minister of defence had to say 
on Wednesday about the plans for bring- 
ing this force up to larger proportions as 
part of the general armament plan. 

The flying clubs are to be used in the 
preliminary training of pilots. Interme- 
diate and final training will be given at 
Government flying fields. Pilots for the 
Royal Air Force will be trained at these 
camps also. The identity of training will 
thus fit Canadian pilots for service in the 
British force if they are required and 
wish to go. Besides those who enlist in 
the permanent force, officers will be re- 
cruited for a four-year term, after which 
they will be on the reserve list for six 
years. It is planned to train 126 pilots 
per year. The expense is placed at $6,- 
000,000, in addition to the cost of aircraft 
and equipment. 

At the end of the four years Canada 
should therefore have between 400 and 
500 new pilots, equipped with the most 
efficient machines and thoroughly skilled 
in handling them. The number is small 
compared with the flocks of “war birds” 
boasted by those states in Europe and the 
Orient which make war and threats of 
war their chief business. But, population 
and location considered, the program em- 
bodies a business-like beginning of the 
task of putting this unarmed country in 
position to resist invasion, or—if that has 
to be done—help stop aggression before it 
reaches our shores. 


It Is Needed 


The launching of an Alberta Safety 
League was a long overdue event. Now 
that Edmonton has taken the lead, it is 
surely safe to assume that the organiza- 
tion will quickly grow to province-wide 
proportions, with the backing of munici- 
pal officials and the ready adherence of 
all those in every community who value 
human life enough to actively support a 
movement aimed at the prevention of ac- 
cidents. 

The need of organized effort for this 
purpose is plain to every newspaper 
reader and long has been. Street and 
highway accidents have been increasing 
in Alberta, are disproportionately fre- 
quent, and .bring tragedy into many 
homes every year. And these of course 
make up only one class of mishaps which 
cause death or injury. There are also ac- 
cidents in homes, in factories, on the 
farm, at summer resorts, less arresting 
to public attention but far more numer- 
ous than they need be. 

Most accidents, on the streets or else- 
where, could be prevented by the exercise 
of caution, A large proportion would not 
happen but for positive recklessness. 
Safety Leagues exist to persuade people 
to take care of themselves and others. 
That should be an easy task, but it isn’t. 
Nothing short of organized effort and 
persistent propaganda has been found 
effective elsewhere. There is a vast field 
of usefulness for such an organization in 
this province, and it is inaugurated at the 
time when its services are most needed. 
If the League meets with the response it 
deserves, the Monday issues of Alberta 
newspapers in particular will be less 
frightful this summer than they have 
been in former seasons. 


Time Marches Backward 


In the days when men fought with 
bows and arrows, spears and swords, 
every man was a ready-made soldier. Lit- 
tle training was required beyond a 
knowledge of how to use these simple 
weapons, and an army could be raised in 
short order by calling out the townsmen 
and yeomen to repel an invasion. 

The times have changed, in no respect 
more than in the technical development of 
arms and the need of training men if 
these are to be handled effectively. A 
battalion of “regulars” could now take 
possession of a city which had no organ- 
ized defence forces. A fleet of airplanes 
can blow a city to pieces unless driven 
away by defence planes and anti-aircraft 
guns manned by men who have been 
taught how to use them. A hastily col- 
jected mob of civilians could put up no 
serious resistance, however well armed 


they might be. 
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Europe is being driven hack to the 
days when every man was a soldier. The 
aggressor states have adopted universal 
military training and can put millions of 
fully trained and completely armed men 
in the field in a matter of hours. They 
could launch squadrons of bombing planes 
overnight to shower death and destruc- 
tion on London or Paris. Aggressors now 
do not even declare war; save in the thun- 
der of guns, the trampling of legions and 
the explosion of bombs. They are ready 
for instant attack and able to throw the 
whole manhood of the countries they con- 
trol against another country at a word. 

The democratic countries, and all those 
which are not in the aggressive conspir- 
acy, are left with two choices. They must 
be ready for instant defence, with the 
whole power of their trained manhood. 
Or they must submit to whatever de- 
mands the dictators may make upon 
them. 

That is why the Government of Great 
Britain has introduced a measure of con- 
scription, against its wishes and that of 
its people, the first peace-time conscrip- 
tion measure Britain has known for near- 
ly three centuries. And—the fact may 
as well be faced—unless the aggressors 
are stopped, every other country on earth 
that hopes to maintain its independence 
will have to do the same. There is no 
such thing today as national security ex- 
cept armed security. Neutrality means 
nothing unless it is ringed about with 
armament and men trained and ready to 
fight. That is the kind of a world we are 
now living in.

Italian newspapers expressed “‘satis- 
faction that fear of Italy and Germany” 
compelled Britain to adopt conscription. 
Our civilization has seemingly progressed 
to the point that it is considered gratify- 
ing that a conspiracy of threat can in- 
timidate other countries into the waste 
of time and money involved in preparing 
to resist onslaught. Perhaps the skunk is 
also proud of his ability to make himself 
a nuisance and a menace to the other 
animals. 


It is hardly surprising that the King 
and Queen are to come to Canada in a 
passenger liner, instead of in one of the 
newest and fastest of Britain’s battle- 
cruisers. If any inference is to be drawn 
from the change it is that the interna- 
tional situation appeared on Wednesday 
to be more threatening than it was some 
weeks ago. Or that it occurred to some 
one in authority that the Repulse might 
help to ease the tension if it stayed a 
home.

Chamberlain's Critics Criticized 
By VERITAS 

May I, an Englishman, be allowed to make a 
few observations in regard to Canadian critic- 
ism of the British government's Munich policy. 
Had Canadians, on a visit to England, heard from 
English platforms and read in English newspap- 
ers criticisms of the Prime Minister of Canada 
as unjust as I have here of the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, indignant protests and repre- 
sentations would have been made by them 
long ere this to the “proper quarters.” 

It is as impossible to enumerate as it is to 
refute, within the confines of a curtailed survey, 
all the fantastic charges made against Mr. 
Chamberlain, nor, were it possible, would it be 
necessary. 

But as I have heard him described as a weak- 
kneed cringer, as indifferent to crimes against 
humanity, as void of moral ideals, as an oppon- 
ent of collective security and as one who holds 
the League of Nations in contempt, it is very evi- 
dent that these and other absurd imputations 
disclose such ignorance on the part of those who 
make them, as should disqualify them from 
talking about—to say nothing of instructing 
others about—foreign affairs at all. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary feature of 
all the criticism I have heard and read is that 
it is directed against the person of Mr. Cham- 
berlain himself rather than against his policy. 
This is completely oblivious of the fact that 
it is the policy of the British Government which, 
in reality, has been and is still being attacked. 
Though these facile critics are all prepared to 
point out what in their opinion was wrong and 
to criticise what was done, not one of them has 
suggested what they would have done had they 
been in Mr. Chamberlain's and the British Gov- 
ernment’s place. 


Not Responsible 

We have, indeed, in much of this criticism a 
striking illustration not merely of criticism 
which is void of knowledge but of criticism 
without responsibility. It is an open question 
which is worse; but what is certain and indeed 
well known, is that all this sort of thing is duly 
noted and reported to Berlin, where it plays 
directly into the hands of Nazi propagandists. 

For the picture presented to Germany (to the 
Germany people) of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations is that, far from being united in a 
common front, it has no front at all and having 
no common policy, it is already broken up into 
separate more or less defenseless parts, of which 
Canada is one, each of which now desires to 
shape, independently, a course of its own best 
calculated to ensure its own safety, and that in 
the case of Canada, its people view their posi- 
tion with equanimity because, though Great 
Britain can no longer protect them from attack, 
they believe that another power will. 


Weakness and Strength 

That this picture is false, I know. 

Moreover, I am convinced that directly an 
issue arises which is plain to all, which affects 
all, and unmistakably reveals to all that what, 
in truth, is at stake is our common freedom, not 
only will there be unanimity of opinion in Can- 
ada as to what part Canada should play to retain 
it, but that she will play that part every bit as 
vigorously and thoroughly as she did in 1914-18. 

But first, and before unanimity of opinion 
can be obtained, the cause worthy of the sacri- 
fice must be thrown clearly into the limelight. 
Would there, for instance, have been unanimity 
of opinion in Canada about fighting to preserve 
the constitution of a state like Czecho-Slovakia, 
consisting as it did of fifteen millions of people, 

f whom only seven millions were Czechs 
Jreover? The remaining millions being a varied 

collection of minorities which were more or less 
continuously at loggerheads and several of which 
had appealed more than once to Geneva for the 
Swiss system of government—without results, 


Not Worthwhile 

It was in a mosaic state like nothing on earth, 
which was created at Versailles, and ought never, 
in the manner it was, to have been created at all. 
But if, as I venture to think, there would have 
been little response in Canada for a war entered 
into by Great Britain in support of France on be- 
half of Czecho-Slovakia: if but few Canadians 
would have felt impelled to fight in it: if, in a 
word, there would have been no national re- 
sponse in Canada to take part in such a war, 
how is it that Canadians have assumed and in 
effect always based their criticisrn of Britain’s 
Munich policy on the assumption that there 
would have been a national response for such a 
war in Great Britain. 


No Public Desire 

My own impression is that there would have 
been no such response, certainly, at the outset, 
no spontaneous national response for such a war, 
for while on the one hand a large section of the 


population were and had been for years acutely ° 


aware that the ethnic settlements made at Ver- 
sailles were, to say the least, extremely unwise, 
and that no amount of bolstering could ever 
make them stable and permanent, on the other 

| the feeling of the vast majority of what is some- 
times termed “the rank and file”, was “What, in 
heaven's name, is Czecho-Slovakia to do with 
me!” 

Further, there was a widespread feeling 
among all sections of the community that mod- 
ern warfare will be such an infinitely more dia- 
bolical business than it has ever been before, 
so relentless and destructive in its execution, so 
infinitely more ruinous in its effect—on property, 
trade and commerce and, most pathetic of all, on 
women and children, in addition to men—that, 
for the sake of humanity all people, not merely 
British people, every possible effort ought to be 
made to preserve peace and prevent a world war 
breaking out. 

That this feeling was shared by the German 
people was made overwhelmingly and very sig- 
nificantly clear by the reception Mr. Chamber- 
lain received from them, and also from the 
Italian people when he went to Rome. 


Uphold the Cause 

Now, no democratic government can, even if 
it would, commit the nation it represents to war 
unless it is convinced that the cause for which it 
commits that nation to fight is morally right, and 
is also convinced that at least the great bulk of 
the people composing that nation will uphold 
and approve the commitment and respond to the 
call made upon them. In that fact Mes, para- 
doxically, both the weakness and the strength of

Necessity knows no law, says the old proverb. 
That explains the strenuous and successful efforts 
of the Chamberlain government to revive the 
Triple Entente, Russia, that a few months ago 
was used as the bogey man to frighten the little 
English Conservatives, is now hailed as a knight 

in shining armor. No wonder 
A CHANGE IN the Russians seem a bit mystified 
THE SCENE and asked assurance that they 

were not to be dragged into a 
possible war, and left to face it unaided. 

We may yet read in the British papers of the 
Easter services in the churches at Moscow that 
Walter Duranty writes about. Not that Soviet 
Russia has espoused religion. Her official attitude 
is akin to David Hume's dictum of the religions 
of ancient Rome. Said the Scottish philosopher: 
“To the public they were equally true, to the 
philosophers they were equally false, to the 
magistrates they were equally useful.” 

While still seeking to achieve a new “Bol- 
shevist religon,” official Russia has become 
tolerant, so that there were Easter services in the 
Greek, Roman Catholic and Lutheran churches 
at the same time as the synagogues were cele- 
brating the Jewish Passover and the Moslems— 
who hold that Easter is of pagan origin, dating 
back to the worship of the Egyptian goddess 
Osiris 7,000 years ago—their spring festival. 

In Tsarist times, Moscow boasted of being a 
city of “forty times forty churches.” Today the 
number has dwindled to twelve—so over- 
crowded for the Easter services that hundreds 
of worshippers were unable to gain admission. 

The Greek church still preserves the Easter 
Eve ceremony of the candles. Each worshipper 
on leaving lights his candle and tries to shield it 
from the wind on his way home, in the belief 
that if the candle, blessed by the priest, can be 
taken home alight, the believer will have good 
luck all the following year.

The gift of eloquent speech used to be re- 
garded as the most divine and noble of all human 
gifts. That learned fool-killer, Bertrand Russell, 
who despises his inherited title as an English 
earl, declares that eloquence is the greatest 
menace to the modern world. The radio, he

The Crisis and Books 


One cannot help having been 
struck by the number of times Brit- 
ish cabinet ministers have express- 
ed the greatest surprise at the varl- 
ous acts of the Dictators. Their sur- 
prise is even astonishing when one 
recalls the number of books which 
have been written the last few 
years by extremely well-informed 
people telling what the Dictators in- 
tended to do. 

First of all\comes Hitler's “Mein 
Kampf.” He has faithfully follow- 
ed out everything he wrote in it 
with the exception he has not liber- 
ated the quarter million pure Ger- 
mans in South Tirol, which the Ver- 
sailles Treaty gave to Italy, and he 
has not yet regained his colonies. 
Step by step—the creation of the 
prohibited army, the renunciation 
of the Versailles Treaty, the oc- 
cupation of the Rhineland, the tak- 
ing of Austria, the iacorporation of 
the Sudeten Germans and the Me- 
mellanders—he has done what he 
wrote he would do. He wrote that 
the welfare of Germans everywhere 
was the concern of the Dritte Reich. 
So all the many German speaking 
“islands” in Hungary, Rumania, 
Jugo-Slavia and the Ukraine, not to 
mention those fn Danzig and in 
Poland, are still to be taken under 
his “protection.” 

In “Inside Europe” Gunther clear- 
ly painted the European picture for 
anyone to read but either it was not 
read or it was disbelieved. He was 
but one of the many international 
newspaper correspondents who have 
for the past few years been send- 
ing daily articles to their papers 
telling what was happening inside 
Europe and what would happen. 
Few in England seemed to pay any 
attention to them. E. A. Mowrer, 
the European representative of the 
Chicago Tribune, told the story of 
Germany in “Germany Puts the 
Clock Back.” Madame Tabouis told 
the story of the Dictators’ technique 
in her “Blackmail Or War”. G. T. 
Garratt in “Mussolini's Roman Em- 
pire” gave a clear picture of what 
the Duce wanted and intended to 
get. These are but a few of the 
many books which have told the 
story of what the Dictators intended 
to do for anyone who cared to read 
them. 

“Fallen Bastions,” by G. E. R. 
Gedye. 

This recently published book is 
one of the best that have been 
written about the rape of Czecho- 
Slovakia. In the United States it 
is published under the title “The 
Betrayal of Czecho-Slovakia”, Until 
this book was published Mr. Geyde 
was an employee of the “Daily Tele- 
staph”, having been their Buropean 
correspondent for 20 years. All one 
knows js that when the book was 
published he ceased to be an em- 
ployee. This took place, one should 
add, before both Mr. Chamberlain 
and the “Daily Telegraph” reversed 
their foreign policies! 

When Austria was annexed the 
Germans asked Mr. Gedye to leave 
Vienna and he went to Prague. 
When the Germans took Prague he 
found himself annexed again and 
was a “prisoner” in the British 
Legation there with Douglas Reed, 
the author of “Insanity Fair", un- 
til special passports could be ar- 
ranged for them. There can be 
few who were in the position Mr. 
Gedye was to see what was happen- 
-ng and few so well-informed. Jf 
you would gain a clear picture of 
what was back of Munich read this 
book. If you believe in freedom 
and democracy it will make you 
feel ashamed. It tells how Czecho- 
Slovakia was betrayed by her 
friends. “Not only were we told 
catigorically that if we did not sur- 
render France would violate her 
treaty and that both she and Brit- 
ain would leave us to our fate when 
the attack began but as a last 
weapon they threatened us with 
Poland and Hungary.” He tells how 


| the Nazi-Germans in Czecho-Sloy- 


akia used to sing this little ditty: 
“Now Santa Claus is an ‘also ran’, 
His job is done by our Runciman.” 
The epitaph of Czecho-Slovakia 
is given in two quotations, one by 
General Syrovy who sent the mes-

On This Date

On April 28, 1911, Mr. R. la 
Borden played the trump card of 
his political career. Parliament was 
still fighting over the reciprocity 
proposals. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
the Liberals were prepared to figat 
the Conservative obstruction all 
summer, determined that the trade 
agreement must go through. But 
the coronation of King Edward VII 
was drawing near, to be followed 
by an imperial conference. A large” 
section of the people felt that Can- 
ada must be represented at both 
these empire events. Sir Wilfrid 
was torn between loyalty to his 
party and its policy and loyalty to 
the crown. He did not want to 
make a sea voyage; he was a bad 
sailor and dreaded the journey, but 
he also realized that he must make 


| a concession to public sentiment. 


Mr. Borden took advantage of 
this sentiment. He told Sir Wilfrid 
that it was his duty to go to the 
coronation. He offered to let other 
ministers carry on the session whiie 
the prime minister was away, or he 
proposed an adjournment for two 
or three months. Sir Wilfrid was 
not enthusiastic. He told Mr. Bor- 
den flatly that if the blockade con- 
tinued, it Was his duty to “resign 
my determination to go to England 
and to remain in Canada.” 

Mr. Borden retorted than even if 
the prime minister was pledged ta 
President Taft to put the trade 
agreement through, he was also 
pledged to the empire, and should 
put that first. Eventually Sir Wil- 
frid yielded to the pressure from 
outside parliament and consented to 
an adjournment from May 5 to 
July 18, And so the prime minister 
went to England and represented 
Canada with dignity at both the 
coronation aad the conference. 

Mr. Borden took advantage of the 
recess to make a tour of the west; 
Henri Bourassa devoted his time to 
campaigning against “Laurier’s Im- 
perialism” in Quebec, Meanwhile 
the Liberals had their hands tied. 

Sir Wilfrid came back from Eng- 
land. We went down to Rimouski 
to meet him, and the first question 
he put to me was: “Tell me what 
has Borden been doing in the west, 
and Bourassa in Quebec?” I re- 
counted what had happened, and 
then Sir Wilfrid told me in confi- 
dence that if the Conservative ob. 
struction of the trade agreement 
was continued, he would dissolve 
parliament and appeal to the peo- 
ple. That he did on July 29, and ~ 
went down to defeat, not upon the 
reciprogity issue, but because he 
had not been able to stem the Nae 
tionalist campaign in Quebec. 

Borden's forced adjournment of 
parliament had lined up all the 
opponents of the government; the 
dissolution took some of the Libe 
erals by surprise. Had it not been 
for that adjournment, Laurier 
would have gone to the country in 
June and might have won easily, 
Such js fate!

democracy. For, until something 
happens to startle and awake it to 
a sense of imminent danger, it is 
slow to perceive and to move. When 
it does move it moves inexdrably, 
with all its strength, to victory—or 
defeat. 

Leadership there must be, and 
statesmanship—greater and of a 
higher order than ever before. But 
times have changed. In our grand- 


fathers’ days the course of politics 
was in the hands of the fe Poli- 
ticians then led the people they 


controlled. Today to a large extent 
the people control the politicians 
and lead them. 

Leadership now implies guidance | 
—over exceedingly difficult and 
sometimes dangerous, unexplored | 
ground, and, to be successful, it re- | 
quires foresight, knowledge, wis- 
dom, courage and steadfastness of 
no ordinary kind. 

There would in my opinion have 
been no spontaneous national re- 
sponse in Great Britain for a war 
in support of France on behalf of 
Czecho-Slovakia—any more than 
there would have been in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand or South 
Africa. 


Must Be Unity 

Something had to happen first: 
Something had to be done first: 
Something had to be tried first: 
Something had to be tested first, 
and, in the last resort, some great 
cause will always have to be re- 
vealed unmistakably to the world 
first (as it was, for instance, in 
1914) before men and women of 
various nationalities and rank will 
spontaneously feel impelled to put 
aside their immediate material in- 
terests and offer their lives and all 
that they hold dear to fight for the 
heritage of freedom, which is dearer 
still, and common to them all. 

Apart, therefore, from the fact 
that after Hitler—as the direct re- 
sult of the Franco-Soviet pact of 
mutual assistance—-had marched 
into the Rhineland and remilitarized | 
what (under Versailles) was the | 
demilitarized zone, France and Rus- 
sia’s guarantee of Czecho-Slovakia's 
integrity became for all practical | 
purposes a dead letter. After the | 
Auschluss nothing whatever could, 
in the event of war, have saved 
Czecho-Slovakia from annihilation. 

There were a number of import- | 
ant reasons which rendered Munich | 
morally right and nationally neces- | 
sary. 

I can not refer to all of them, nor 
is it the object of these observations | 
to do so. But it does astonish me | 
to find that though many Canadians 
have not hesitated to criticize the 
British Government for its Munich 
policy, not one of them, as far as I 
am aware, has referred to or appar- 
ently even reflected on those essen- 
tial factors—-of which the foregoing | 
are some--which in a grave and 
complicated situation, did render 
the action it took last autumn alike 
necessary and right. 


Heavy Responsibility 

There was another, which has 
either been purposely ignored or 
is not yet realized. I fee] compelled 
to mention it before concluding 
these remarks because it is, perhaps, 
the most important of them all. 

It should be realized and borne 
always in mind that, if and when | 
Great Britain becomes engaged in | 
war, all the Dominions (united in 
common allegiance to the crown 
and freely associated as members of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions), become legally at war also. 
Consequently an enormous respons- 
ibility falls on the Government of 
Great Britain in all matters apper- 
taining to foreign policy, which she 
ig both constrained and desires to 
shape in such a way as will keep the 
other sovereign states of that com- 
monwealth—which have claimed 
and obtained an international status 
of their own—united with it. 

This was definitely the case last 


September in regard to Czecho- 
Slovakia, for if the British Gov- 
ernment had then committed itself 
to fight for the preservation of that 
mosaic state, it would have auto- 
matically compelled each member 
of the Commonwealth either to 
fight also in support of the crown 
or to sever ils connection with it. 
It is no secret that, in accord with 
the practice observed for years, the 
British Government advised the 
several Dominion Governments (in- 
cluding, of course, that of Canada) | 
of the approaching crisis, and 
sought to elicit their views and 
policy appertaining to the same, 
with the result .. . that ‘the policy 
of appeasement which Mr. Cham- 
berlain represented and which he 
brought to what seemed to be its 
most triumphant moment at Mun- 
ich, was the only possible policy on 
which the public opinion of the 
different members of the British 
Commonwealth could have been 
unified."—Round Table for March,
